Liberty , published in 18 5 9 , the 
Intellectua l fo unda tio ns fo r the 
co ncept o f go v ernment fo r a 
free peo ple wa s spelled o ut.

from 
Hobbes, Montesqu ieu , a French ­ 
man wh o died in 17 55 and wh o 
wrote, Th e Sp irit of Laws; Rou s­ 
seau and Mill. If anyth ing more 
from Montesqu ieu and Mill th an 
th e oth er two. 
Th ese men, with th e p ossible ad­ 
dition of Descartes and Locke, 
made th e contribu tions to western 
p olitical th ou gh t for th e incu bat­ 
ing p eriod of modernity come 
from France and England. Rou s­ 
seau , h owever, was Swiss born. 
How sh all civil society be or­ 
ganized and wh o sh all ru le th e 
state, is th e qu estion. 
From th e fall of Rome to th e 
16th Centu ry, in Western h istory 
th e Ch u rch maintained it ru led 
all asp ects of man’s p ossible ex­ 
p eriences and th ese inclu ded h is 
organized activity with h is fel- 
lowman in th e p rincip ality in 
wh ich th ey resided. 
Th e Rennaissance and mercan­ 
tilism were eroding influ ences to 
th is claim and th e Protestant Ref­ 
ormation p u sh ed it aside. 
The ma ntle o f so v ereign a u­ 
tho rity in civ il sta tes then fell 
o n the sho ulders o f "Go d-o r- 
da ined” ro y a lty a nd the first 
blo w a ga inst this a utho rity wa s 
struck in 178 9 in the French 
Rev o lutio n a nd the la st a bo ut 
the time o f Wo rld Wa r I. 
Th e first of th e "new look” 
government exp eriments was ou r 
own. Here th e revolu tion was to 
free a colony from th e moth er 
cou ntry. 
Th e second was th e bloody 
French Revolu tion, wh ich in most 
resp ects failed. 
England slowly evolved to 
government involving th e con­

Q — I hav e heard that silico n 
has an effect o n the female breast 
ho rmo nes and stimulates bust de­ 
v elo pment.

A — Silico n is no t a drug but

sy nthetic silica resin which, when 
intro duced into the bo dy , causes 
little o r no reactio n in the tissues. 
Fo r this reaso n, it is so metimes 
used by plastic surg eo ns to fill in 
defects left by the remo v al o f tu­ 
mo rs. It has also been widely used 
to build up the breasts in wo men 
who think their breasts are to o 
small. This is do ne by so me qua­ 
lified surg eo ns. A specially made 
silico n rubber fo rm is filled with 
silico n g el and placed under the 
breast. 
Unfo rtunately , so me unethical 
do cto rs hav e been injecting liquid 
silico n under the breasts with a 
needle. This pro cedure has been 
declared illeg al by the Fo o d and 
Drug Administratio n because this 
ty pe o f implant do es no t ho ld its 
shape and it interferes with the 
detectio n o f breast cancer. Two 
deaths fo llo wing this o peratio n 
hav e been repo rted. They were 
caused by the use o f an industrial 
rather than medical g rade o f sili­ 
co n. 
Q — My 15-y ear-o ld daug hter 
has endo metrio sis. Co uld it be 
co me cancero us? What is the 
treatment? 
A — Fo r so me unkno wn reaso n 
the tissues (endo metrium) lining 
the uterus may wander into the 
abdo men and set up little o v aries 
Altho ug h the islands are tumo rs 
in a sense, they do no t become 
cancero us. They do tend to swell 


with each menstrual perio d just 
as they wo uld if they were in their 
pro per lo catio n. If they are at­ 
tached to the intestines, this 
causes pain o n mo v ing the bo wels 
and g eneralized abdo minal dis­ 
tress.

The Illinois supreme court re­ 
cently held that com stored on 
the farm under a reseal agree­ 
ment for federal price support is 
assessable to the farmer for the 
property tax. 
The principal question that the 
court decided was who owned the 
com after it was resealed. The 
farmers in the case argued that 
the United States government 
owned the com. They contended 
that when com is sealed it is in 
effect sold to the federal govern­ 
ment and that all they retain is 
an option to repurchase. They

back the com. but they can also 
satisfy the note they signed by 
etting the government have the 
com that is already paid for. 
The farmers 
further 
argued 
that they have no personal liabil­ 
ity on the note they sign, have no 
power to sell the com, can pay 
income tax on the money re­ 
ceived, and are paid a storage al­ 
lowance for keeping the govern­ 
ment’s com. They pointed out 
that it wouldn’t make sense for 
the government to pay storage to 
fanners if the farmers owned this 
com. 
The supreme court turned down 
these arguments and held that 
the com was still the property of 
the farmer and was being used 
only as security for a loan. The 
court referred to the fact that the 
farmer signed a producer note 
and a loan agreement with re­ 
sealing merely extending that 
note and agreement. The fanner 
is also responsible for negligent 
storage and deficiencies in grade. 
The court suggested that the 
privilege of paying income tax on 
the loan money had no bearing 
on this legal transaction and was 
due to the “vagaries of federal 
income tax law and the bene­ 
volent motivation that underlie 
the price support program.’’ A 
quote by the court from a federal 
case referred to fanners as hav­ 
ing a “free ride of the market’’ 
by this program. 
The position of other states is 
divided on this question. Some 
hold the farmer subject to the 
property tax on sealed corn- 
some that the agreement is a sale 
with an option to buy back and 
the tax does not apply. 
In Illinois the issue is now at 
iest. The com is assessable.
